SWEET POTATOES NOW 

Auburn, Ala.—Starting a 
sweet potato crop by select- 
ing good seeding at bedding 


with good cultural practices 
will help Alabama reach the 
increased sweet potato goal 
for this year. 

“Only clean seed should 
be bedded,” says W. A. Ruf- 
fin, extension horticulturist. 
The selected seed should be 
disinfected by dipping for 
ten minutes in corrosive sub- 


limate (bichloride of mer- 
cury), one ounce to eight 
gallons of water. Dissolve 
the chemical in a_ small 


amount of hot water and di- 
lute to eight gallons. Wood- 
en containers should be used 
as it will corrode metal. Bed 
potatoes immediately after 
dipping. 

Potatoes should be bed- 
ded in Central Alabama 
March 1 to 15. Five bushels 
of potatoes will furnish slips 
enough to plant one acre. 
Slips should be ready for 
planting within a month af- 
ter bedding.

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Defense Council Is 
Mapping Plans For 
Protection 


ds of caring for 
ounty citizens, both 
in t towns and rural sec- 
tions, in the event of actual 
or threatened enemy action, 
were discussed at a recent 
meeting of the County Civil- 
ian Defense Council, J. L. 
Warren, Sr., Chairman, re- 
vealed. 

The nature of this defense 
as recently defined by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, is to pro- 
vide assistance of short du- 
ration, to meet emergency 
needs resulting from enemy 
attack or action, to meet 
such attack or danger there- 
of. 

The essential services 
that will be available under 
the program will be: giving 
assistance; immediate re- 
housing for families or indi- 
viduals: furnishing informa- 
tion or help that is availa- 
ble and where that help may 
be secured; assisting in tak- 
ing advantage of insurance; 


retraining; vocational re- 
habilitation and medical 
services; placing children 


that have become separated 
from their families in suita- 
ble homes or institutions. 

The State Defense Coun- 
cil, the American Red Cross 
and the State Welfare De- 
partment will administer 
this assistance through their 
county organizations. Ac- 
cording to agreement, Red 
Cross will render group care 
and the Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare individual care 
in such emergency, accord- 
ing to Mr. Warren, whe ex- 
plained that Federal funds 
authorized for Civilian War 
Assistance will be expended 
by the Department of Public 
Welfare in rendering indi- 
vidual family care. 

W. M. Brunson, of Elba, 
Chairman of the Committee 
on Civilian War Assistance, 
stated that detailed plans 
of administration of Civilian 
War Assistance are being 
formulated. “We are 
aware,” said he, “that en- 
emy action is unpredictable 
in nature and extent, but we 
are preparing specific plans 
to insure effective care of 
citizens in case of an emer- 
gency. The completion of 
these detailed plans will re- 
quire some time, but in the 
meantime we are ready to

THE APPEARANCES AFTER THE 
RESURRECTION 


LESSON TEXT—John 20:19-31. 
GOLDEN TEXT—I am alive for ever- 
more.,—Revelation 1:18. 


The most important day in all his- 
tory was the first day of the week 
following the crucifixion of Christ. 
Then He appeared to His disciples 
as their risen Lord, All the hope of 
all mankind for all eternity depend- 
ed on His victory over death. 


By eventide news had come to the 
disciples of His resurrection, and 
half in hope and half in uncertainty 
they had gathered to talk over these 
matters. Fearful of the Jews, they 
met behind closed doors, All at 
once He was there—the Lord Him- 
self. What a wonderful change came 
over them as He made Himself 
known to them. They went 

I, From Fear to Gladness (vv. 
19, 20). 

Their eyes had been upon their 
enemies and they were afraid. Now 
they “were glad, when they saw 
the Lord.’’ We need to learn shat 
lesson. If we look within we are 
ashamed and discouraged. If we 
look around us we are confused and 
fearful. If we look to Christ we 
are glad and strong. 


Notice that their joy was not based 
only on an emotional impulse. They 
saw Christ in His resurrection 
body—the very One who had died. 
The evidence was there before them, 
Now they could understand the 
things He had said to them. The 
whole realm of spiritual truth was 
now in focus again, and they were 
glad. So are we when we really see 
Christ. 

Ml. From Weakness to Strength 
(vv. 21-23). 

The disciples who were called to 
be witnesses for Christ had lost their 
testimony when He died on the cross. 
Unbelief and discouragement had so 
weakened them that they were in 
hiding instead of being out proclaim- 
ing His truth. 

Now the risen and victorious One 
sent them forth with the Father’s 
blessing. They were empowered by 
the Holy Spirit, and given great au- 
thority (v. 23). Note that it was 
given not to one man or to the lead- 
ers, but to all the disciples. It was 
“a declarative right, and it belongs 
to every true disciple. Those who 
have received the gift of the Holy 
Spirit are in a position to declare 
to men that their sincere repentance 
brings forgiveness’’ (Douglass). The 
opposite is also true. 

II, From Doubt to Faith (vv. 24- 
28). 

Thomas, who had doubts and who 
cultivated them by his stubborn at- 
titude (v. 25), did himself and his 
brethren a serious disservice by be- 
ing absent from the meeting on the 
evening of the first Easter Day. 
When he did appear he had only 
doubts to contribute. Let those who 
make a custom of absenting them- 
selves from the place and hour of 
service beware lest they do like- 
wise, 

His doubts were honest ones—and 
God always meets such questions, 
honestly and intelligently. When the 
evidence was before him, the heart 
of Thomas leaped the chasm from 
doubt to faith in one cry of com- 
plete devotion (v. 28). 

It is significant that down through 
the ages many doubters have been 
won to Christ by the proof of 
the resurrection of Christ, which is 
by the testimony of historical schol- 
ars ‘'the best authenticated fact in 
all history.’ The risen Christ stands 
before men today and says, ‘Be not 
faithless but believing.’’ May many 
respond with Thomas, “My Lord 
and my God.” 

IV. From Death to Life (vv. 
31). 

Christ arose from the dead not 
just to show that He had power to 
do so, but, as Paul puts it, “for 
our justification’’ (Rom. 4:25). The 
reality and dependability of the en- 
tire plan of salvation hinged on the 
return of Christ from the dead. 
Had the grave held Him, His claims 
of deity and of the ability to for- 
give sin would have been entirely 
discredited. Because He lives we 
shall live. 

The experience of regeneration is 
therefore likened in Scripture to a 
passing from death to life (John 
§:24). Thomas saw the Lord, and 
believing, passed from doubt to 
faith. We cannot see Him now, but 
we have the blessed privilege of be- 
lieving and thus receiving life (vv. 
29, 31). 

This was the message which the 
now radiant and empowered disci- 
ples went out to preach. The book 
of Acts tells us how effectively they 
did it, and shows how much of their 
preaching centered on the fact of 
the resurrection. 

The command and the commis- 
sion was not to them alone, but 
also to all of us who believe in 
Christ. May God take out of us the 
fear of men, overcome our weak- 
ness, and send us out with renewed 
faith to make this life-giving mes- 
sage known to our fellow men,

METAL LIDS FOR JARS 3 ~ LIBERTY NEWS 


WILL BE AVAILABLE 


Montgomery —— House- 
wives who plan to expand 
their home-canning program 
this year are assured that a 
plentiful supply of metal 
lids for glass containers will 
be on the market, the Office 
of War Information states. 

OWL said the War Pro- 
duction Board has removed 
all quota restrictions on the 
manufacture of several types 
of metal lids used to seal 
home-canning jars. The de- 
cision to make more metals 
available for home canning 
as a result of a survey indi- 
cating housewives would 
increase their canning oper- 
ations by 51 per cent this 
year. 

One of the new types of 
jar closures now in quantity 
production, said OWI, con- 
sists of a three-piece unit— 
a heat-resistant glass lid, a 
rubber ring making a snug 
seal at the mouth of the jar, 
and a metal screw band to 
kold the lid in place. This 
closure is so constructed that 
the metal band may be used 
on the next day’s canning 
after the food has been pro- 
cessed and cooled.

MARKET OPERATIONS 


By Hugh D. Sexton, 
Secy. Cof. Co. USDA War 
Board. 

The Secretary of Agricul-j 
ture has assigned to the 
Coffee County USDA Board 
certain responsibilities in 
connection with Food Dis- 
tribution Orders 26 and 27, 
These orders are for the 
purpose of helping to stamp 
out “black market’ opera- 
tions in meats and to provide 
for an equitable distribution 
of our meat supplies. 

Effective March 31, 1943, 
every livestock dealer, local 
slaughterer, butcher and 
farm slaughterer must have 
a permit in order to operate. 
After March 31, 1943, these 
groups must keep accurate 
records of their business. 
The Coffee County USDA 
War Board will issue the 
necessary permits. 

Classification of sfaugh- 
terers under Food Distribu- 
tion Order 27 are as follows: 

1. Local slaughterers in- 
clude all persons who in 
1941 slaughtered livestock 
with a total live weight in 
excess of 300,000 pounds. 

2. Butchers include all 
persons other than farm 
slaughterers who in 1941 
slaughtered livestock with a 
total live weight of not 
more than 300,000 pounds. 

3. Farm slaughterers in- 
clude all resident farm op- 
erators who in 1941 deliv- 
ered meat from the slaugh- 
ter of livestock having a to- 
tal live weight of not more 
than 10,000 pounds. 

Farmers who slaughter 
exclusively for home _ con- 
sumption on their farms are 
not covered by Food Distri- 
bution Order 27. Under the 
terms of the slaughter order 
the person who owns the 
livestock at the time of 
slaughter is considered the 
slaughterer regardless of 
whether he does the slaugh- 
tering or whether it is done 
by some one else for him. 
Thus, a person who slaugh- 
ters for hire or on a custom 
basis is not affected by the 
order except as the order af- 
fects the person for whom 
he slaughters. 

Under Food Production 
Order 26 farmers, growers 
and feeders are not required 
to have permits to buy and 
sell livestock, but are ex- 
pected to keep records of all 
their sales and purchases of 
livestock. 

A farmer who sells or 
transfers meat in any quan- 
tity is required to have a 
slaughter permit. To obtain 
a slaughter permit farmers 
will be required to furnish 
the following information: 
Hither the number of cattle, 
calves or hogs slaughtered 
in each quarter of 1941, or 
the total live weight of all 
livestock slaughtered from 
which any meat was deliv- 
ered in each quarter of 
1941. 

The Coffee County USDA 
War Board will be in session 
at the New Brockton High 
School on Friday, March 
26, at 10 a. m. The board 
will discuss Food Production 
Orders 26 and 27 at this 
meeting, as well as _ issue 
permits to eligible persons 
affected by the orders. All 
persons interested are in- 
vited to attend the meeting.

The Agent predicts that 
in the very near future eges 
will be bought on a graded 
basis just as cotton, peanuts 
and hogs are bought on a 
graded basis. For this rea- 
son all farmers should do 
everything possible to mar- 
ket a good product. 

The farmer’s problem is 
to keep quality in his eggs 
until they veach the market. 
This is the first step in sue- 
cessful marketing. An egg 
saved is worth as much in 
winning the war as an extra 
ege produced. An egg that 
rots helps the enemy. 

To keep eggs fiesh and 
prevent spoilage farmers 
should observe the follow- 
ing: 

(1) Have plenty of clean 
nests. One nest to every 4 
to 5 hens. 

(2) Gather eggs  fre- 
quently on rainy days. Or 
keep hens out of mud. 

(8) Keep roosters out of 
flock unless hatching eggs 
are being produced. 

(4) Never wash an egg. 

(5) Break broody hens 
early. By setting on nests 
they lower the quality of 
eggs laid by other hens. 

(6) In warm weather col- 
lect eggs at noon and again 
at night. 

(7) Keep eggs in a cool 
place until they go to mar- 
ket. 

(8) Packing eggs in cot- 
tonseed reduces their mar- 
ket value. 

(9) Before marketing 
eggs cull out all dirty, 
cracked and undersized. Use 
culls at home or sell them 
separately for what they 
will bring. 

(10) Market once or 
twice a week. 

(11) By all means feed 
a balanced ration and pro- 
vide plenty of fresh, clean 
water.
